Th© story of the Resurrection of 
our Lord 
finds its 
most fitting 
and beautiful symbol in the resur­ 
rection of nature at spring tim*. 
We never grow tired of spring, no 
matter how many years we I •*, 
nor how deeply we share th* **- 
perience of generations that have 
gon% before us. 
Spring always brings a quick­ 
ening of the spirit, a new sense 
of life, and a deeper response to 
that great m ystery which under­ 
lies all change, renewal and prog­ 
ress. 
W e have never solved the 
m ystery of spring. 
Genuine Expression 
Is not this essentially true of 
the 
resurrection 
of 
our 
Lord? 
Scholars for ages have studied the 
record. 
The careful eye of 
the 
critics has scrutinized every de­ 
tail. and again 
and 
again 
tho 
critic has assumed that he had 


disposed 
of 
these 
narratives 
as 
“cunningly devised fables.” 
The critic has laid* great stress 
upon the discrepancies in the dif­ 
ferent stories, only to prove that 
these stories come to us from th* 
ancient church without any such 
thing as connivance or a conspir­ 
acy on the part of ancient dis­ 
ciples all to tell the sam e story. 
The narratives of the resurrec­ 
tion, whatever may be their literal 
historical value and settings come 
to us as genuine expressions of 
tradition in the early church and 
of th* things that early disciples 
believed. 
Perhaps th* differences 
in the narratives in point of de­ 
tail suggest that the essential and 
ultim ate facts may have become 
som ewhat differently reported even 
at an early tim e in the life of the 
church. 
It is worth while alw ays to re­ 
member that the documents of the 
New Testam ent come to us from 
an age when scientific and his­ 
torical criticism had not developed. 
They come to us also from a time 
when there was little or no ten­ 
dency to challenge stories of the 


most miraculous circumstances. 
Spiritual Faith 
Today we are making increasing­ 
ly a distinction betw een spiritual 
faith in the resurrection and the 
mere acceptance of certain histori­ 
cal facts. 
Into this whole matter 
one cannot go, but the distinction, 
difficult 
as 
It "seems, 
has 
m uch 
validity. 
It means little to believe 
in the physical resurrection of the 
body of Jesus unless one believes 
very vitally in the spiritual fact 
that Jesus lives and lives for ever 
more. 
And there are some, w ho are 
content to read the ancient n a rra ­ 
tives without any effort to u nder­ 
stand Just how Jesus returned and 
made him self known to the d is­ 
ciples, who do find the fact of the 
resurrected 
life of Jesu s In 
the 
experience of the disciples and In 
their own experience today. 
We 
cannot dissociate the resurrection 
from the spiritual faith. 
It wa* to those who had power 
to see 
him 
that Jesus 
returned 
after his death, and it is to those 
who have power to see him and 
to hear his words today th at he 
makes his living presence known.

But over against them is this report, which, while 
it does not controvert his figures, does show that 
modern social and economic conditions are making 
sad havoc of the health of our young people.

investigation that 71

cent 
of the children studied were suffering from 
physical defects, ranging from decaying teeth to 
heart disease. 
Thousands were found to be under­ 
nourished, and among these were many o f the chil­ 
dren 
of the M'ell-to-do. 
“ Refined dishes” of im­ 
proper food are responsible for indigestion and de­ 
caying teeth, as well as undernourishment. 
In the 
Hinter time the children do not get enough sun­ 
shine. 
The air they breathe is soot-laden. 
Their 
recreation is too much indoors. 
They lack exer­ 
cise. 
and in the social 
whirl which m arks young 
life today, many of them do not get enough sleep. 
The investigation also showed that matters did 
not improve as the children matured. 
72,696 chil­ 
dren were examined in the early grades. 
19,930 
between 14 and 18 were examined when they ap­ 
plied for working permits. 
And the defects were 
found to exist in exaggerated form. 
Malnutrition 
actually increased 50 per cent. 
Goiter increased 
more than twice.

The trouble seems to 
be that 
the Pomona folks are

TH E PASSING 
The other day a famous debating 
society 
that 
had functioned for 
fifty years in one of America’s 
great universities decided to dis­ 
band because—its officers said—In 
later years students have displayed 
a constantly decreasing Interest in 
oratory and debate. 
The student newspaper deplored 
the passing of the famous old so­ 
ciety and lashed the student body 
with Its critical cat-o-nine tails for 
its shameless lack of Interest in 
things intellectual. 
But I am not sure that the stu­ 
dents are wholly to blame. 
Robert Cooley AngelL in his in­ 
teresting new volume on The Cam­ 
pus, suggests several things that 
may partially account for the de­ 
cay of debate In our schools. 
Oratory and debate outside uni­ 
versities no longer hold the place 
they ones held In our national life. 
The inexpensive newspaper has 
taken the place of the interminable 
political orator. 
We no longer Jam ourselves Into 
stuffy halls to listen to political 
harangues; we prefer to sit In a 
comfortable 
chair at home 
and 
read in our favorite newspaper the 
party 
platforms 
and 
interviews 
with political candidates. 
Fifty years ago the major prob­ 
lems of our national life were sim­ 
ple and ethical—the sort of prob­ 
lems that were adapted to treat­ 
ment in stump speeches and ardent 
moral appeals. 
Today the major problems of our 


OF ORATORY 
national life are complex and tech­ 
nical—the sort of problems that 
call more for the expert and the 
engineer 
than 
for 
the 
stump 
speaker. 
The spell-binder and the mob- 
master sound more hollow every 
year. 
And then, many are coming to 
believe that debate, as a method, 
distorts 
rather 
than 
discovers 
truth. 
Woodrow Wilson, it win be re­ 
membered, heartily disliked debat­ 
ing on this ground. 
But perhaps the greatest hin­ 
drance to the popularity of debat­ 
ing in the modem university is 
the apparent decline of a general 
student interest in intellectual is­ 
sues; with a saving few there is 
a keener interest than ever in In­ 
tellectual issues, buL by and large, 
the more showy adventures of the 
stadium and the screen crowd out 
serious concerns. 
My own guess Is that this Is, in 
large part, a by-product of the In­ 
creasing specialization of knowl­ 
edge; our universities yearly deal 
with knowledge in terms of smaller 
and smaller units; and any given 
group of students will find their 
studies scattered in so many direc­ 
tions that there is little common 
ground for eager discussion; we 
must bring to better focus the work 
of our universities before we can 
expect 
students 
to 
bring 
their 
minds to better focus.

grade of straw berries often found 
on the m arkets indicates a need for 
more attention 
to standardization 
and better handling m ethods, a c ­ 
cording to the bureau of ag ric u l­ 
tu ral economics, U nited S tates de­ 
partm ent of agriculture, follow ing 
a field survey of straw b erry m a r­ 
keting m ethods. 
Grow ers, 
say 
the 
departm ent, 
should aim to produce berries of 
such uniform ly high quality th a t no 
hand grading Is necessary, as any 
ex tra handling adds to the possi­ 
bility of decay. 
In m any instances, 
however, hand grading is neces­ 
sary and profitable, but the logical 
place to grade b erries is in th e 
field. 
W hether o r not the berries 
have been hand or field graded, 
the filled boxes should be classi­ 
fied as to grade before they are 
placed in crates for shipm ent. 
The detailed results of the de­ 
partment’s survey has been pub­ 
lished In Farmers* 
Bulletin 
No, 
1560, 
entitled 
“Preparing 
Straw ­ 
berries for Market." 


W A SH IN G TO N , A pril 7,—F a rm ­ 
ers actually do b ette r year a fte r 
year by m ark etin g th e bulk of th eir 
grain crop prom ptly a fte r h arv est 
than by holding It In th e hope of 
higher prices.

H alf the w heat crop Is m a r­ 
keted in 90 days. Corn

In 
heavy volum e for 90 days, begin­ 
ning in D ecem ber,” says the report. 
"G rain from th e farm flows to a 
country elevator. T here are 30,000 
of these houses w ith a storage of 
750,000,000 bushels. They can not 
care for the flow. M ost elevators 
are filled and em ptied from four to 
12 tim es a year. T erm inal m arkets, 
therefore, m u st bear the burden of 
heavy m ovem ent, 
“Grow ing steadily for 50 
years, 
these m ark ets have proper facilities. 
R ailroads have built cars and banks 
have provided credit. Each p rim ary 
m arket has a large w arehouse for 
storage. F ire risk Is sm all, 
in su r­ 
ance rates low. Facilities for d ry ­ 
ing, cleaning and treatin g grain are 
a t hand. 
“T hese term in al storage facilities, 
never used to capacity even in tim es 
of ‘dum ping,’ are superior to farm 
storage In th e service they perform , 
yet they do n o t cost any more. The 
stru c tu re of th e m arket is such th a t 
dum ping of Im m ense supplies does 
n ot break th e price."

TO DEFEAT DISEASE 


DAVIS, April 7.—F ive thousand 
peach seedlings of 
200 
varieties 
will be planted by the pomology 
division of the U niversity of Cali­ 
fornia in a badly infested area g iv­ 
en tor that purpose b y a nursery 
company. 
Th* land la of sufficient 
area to perm it an experim ent of 
an extensive scale. 
Much of tho land of th e state 
where peaches are grown is In­ 
fested w ith nematode*, and it is in 
the hop* of finding som e rootstock 
that w ill be resistant that th* ex ­ 
perim ent Is being made, according 
to M. J. Heppner, who la in charge. 
Th# resistance of every known va­ 
riety, between 400 and 600, w ill be 
tried, according to Heppner, be­ 
fore the experim ent is completed. 
The seedlings w ill be grown for 
one year in the soil, and then w ill 
be tested for Infestation. 
So that 
there may be no m issing 
of 
the 
nem atodes, the trees w ill not be 
planted In blocks by varieties, but 
w ill be scattered over th# area. 
So far a s is known, th is experi­ 
ment is the biggest of its kind. by 
far, that has been attem pted any­ 
where along sim ilar lines. 


SACRAMENTO, April 7.—If Cal­ 
ifornia dairymen w ish to . increase 
their profits they m ust do so by 
reducing th# cost of 
production 
through greater efficiency, accord­ 
ing to G. E. Gordon, dairy special­ 
ist of the University of California 
agricultural extension service. Gor­ 
don, in giving a talk, em phasized 
three methods of Increasing pro­ 
duction, 
breeding, 
feeding 
and 
weeding. 
“These factors can not be satis­ 
factorily controlled,” he said, “w ith­ 
out a definite knowledge of produc­ 
tion of each animal. 
Cow testing 
provides th* knowledge which is 
the foundation Upon which all of 
these fundam ental factors rest. 
It 
is im possible to determine the pro­ 
duction of a cow by observation. 
Her milk m ust be weighed and 
tested. 
Cows do not all require 
the sam e am ount of feed. By feed­ 
ing according to Individual produc­ 
tion and quality it is possible to 
increase the production of m any in­ 
dividuals and to save considerable 
am ounts of feed. 
N ot all cows of 
dairy 
breeding w ill 
m ake 
satis­ 
factory producers, even those that 
are satisfactory producers reach a 
period when they cease to be prof­ 
itable. 
It is therefore necessary to 
keep production records continu­ 
ously to determin* the proper tim e 
at which to cull unprofitable cows.” 
Gordon reviewed ths dairy situ ­ 
ation 
in 
California, 
Jthe 
United 
States, and ths worth 
generally. 
This state, he said, produces only 
about 31-2 per cent of the dairy out­ 
put of th* nation, and th* market 
here m ust depend on that of the 
country as a whole. 
In turn, the 
m arket In the United States de­ 
pends on the world’s production.

IC K IN G the pennant winner has, for 
several months, been the chief indoor 
sport of fandom. No game creates the 


wide difference of opinion and is the 
cause of so many heated disputes as 
T hat is what makes it such a popu­ 
lar pastime. 
It is so uncertain that quite often 
the final result of the race scatters to the wind 
the dope of the so-called experts. 
Never did I have that truth more forcibly 
impressed upon me than during the season of 
1926. 
For some IO years I have annually 
made a spring trip through the training camps of the various ma­ 
jor league clubs and tried, to the best of my ability, to tell the 
public how the teams probably would finish in the National and 
American Leagues. 
, 
When I struck Lakeland, Florida, where the Cleveland club 
was going through its training sprouts in preparation for the open­ 
ing of 
the American League race, I was anything but impressed 
by the 
looks of the Indians. As I sized the club up, 
in com­ 
parison with the other seven teams in the junior organization, 
Cleveland struck me as a second division aggregation. 
Sixth 
was the position I selected as the resting spot of the Indians at 
the close of the race. 
I liked the chances of Philadelphia. New York, Washington, 
Detroit and Chicago far better than Cleveland. 
That left noth­ 
ing but sixth place for the Indians. 
Philadelphia, Detroit and 
Washington played away below form, while the Yankees sur­ 
prised by winning, after finishing in the ruck the previous year. 
Cleveland, instead of finishing sixth, ended the race in second 
place. 
During the last two months of the season it pressed New 
York to the limit and might have won had there been a couple of 
more weeks to go. 
However, Cleveland made other critics than myself look bad 
by the surprising reversal of form that it showed. 
None of the 
othei “eggsperts” had conceded it a place in the first division. 
Last spring when I saw’ the club in action, it again struck me as 
nothing better than a sixth place club. 
I so rated it in my ante- 
season predictions. 
Because of its great showing in 1926, many 
of the leading critics figured the club a strong contender. 
Once 
again Cleveland showed a surprising reversal of form, but this 
time it made me look good, because the conceded pennant con­ 
tender went out and did a complete flop, finishing in sixth place.
